And what slwtl we say 
to a law which not only yields to the Ex 
chequer more than a million per annum, 
hut Ilia at the same time kept price* 
mrpriaiugly steady and equal, and aetusllr

It might nstiKnlly lmvc iieen expected

The rensuit ot thi* privilege is too obviuu* 
In require ex pi unit ion. It lias been 
adopted to prevent and detect conspiracies 
agunit the public peace and confederacies 
of fraud aud crime at hon'r, and to dis" 
charge our own duly tu friendly nations 
by preventing forrig;n eonapirntor* and 
political refugees from hatching plots 
Against their own government by a rnrrea- 
pon deuce with the mnicnnltiit* abroad. 
Without saying more up™ the point, how 
many domestic gangs of confederate 
robbers and swindler* hare beer, detected, 
broken T;p, aud the principals brought to 
condign punishment by the exorcise of 
thi* defensive privilege in the Pott-office! 
And a* regards foreign governments, how 
m*nj alraciau* plots and confederacies 
have been detected and defeated hy ilie 
•nine mean*, and particularly iu violent 
and revolutionary timet! In the case nf 
aliens, it must also be home in mind, that 
we have now no Alien Act, aud thut 
>»mc other mode it obviuusly ncce*- 
tary to repress the machinations of 
thi* cist* uf men against the peace of their 
own eountry. In plain words, it i* a 
privilege having for its object lo guard the 
public peai e al home ami abroad, mid to 
detect and prevent confederacies of crime, 
through (he correspondence of associated 
malefactors. Ilia always, therefore, to be 
exercised within these limit*. It i* necci- 
»arily discretionary, because publicity must 
deitmy all it* effect, and because it it 
difficult to imagine any casein which tuch 
a high officer a* a Secretary of State eould 
be led to abuse the power,— aud, indeed, 
in ihe case btought forward by Mr. Ihni- 
cum be no thus* was charged upon the 
Scctettry of State,
